The new tariff was to be submitted 
to parliament today.

The 
speech was brimful of patriotic ardor, 
containing many apt illustrations, and 
many examples of the disgraceful 
treatment to which Canadians are 
subjected on the American frontier. 
The conclusion of tie matter was 
wittily put by Mr. Cowan in the state- 
ment that the laborers of another 
country should -not slide down our 
cellar door unscratched if they put 
tacks in theirs. Canada would make 
it mighty slippery work climbing up 
cur apple tree if the Americans made 
a greasy pole of theirs. Mr. Taylor, 
of Leeds, who ‘thas introduced an alien 
lador bill for a good many years; went 
into the history of the measure to 
show that it had in the past been 
very strongly opposed by liberals. Mr. 
Craig also thought the liberals had 
made a sudden change of front, but 
strongly supported the bill. Mr. 
Clarke, of Toronto, argued that the 
bill skould be*even more stringent 
than Mr. Cowan proposed. He added 
that President McK inley showed nodis- 
position to enter inte friendly relations 
with Canada, and therefore the goy- 
ernment need not hesitate to put the 
law into force. It was regrettable 
that such legislation should be con- 
sidered necessary, and showed that 
something was wrong in the social 
condition of a continent where there 
should be work for ail. The debate 
was continued by Mr. Wood, of Brock- 
vile, Mr. Davin and Mr. McGregor, 
seconder of the bill, who expressed 
the hope that negotiations would re- 
sult in the removal of the American 
law so far as Canada was concerned. 
Canadians wanted to be neighborly 
with the people of the United States, 
to have reciprocity in trade and labor, 
but if the Americans were to put laws 
en ‘the statute books like the Corliss 
and’ Lodge bills,then this house should 
pass similar legislation and provide 
that it should come into force when 
the American law did. My. Ganong, 
one of the new conservative members, 
made a careful argument in favor of 
the measure, Mr. Ingram also sup- 
ported it, and. the debate became 
montononous in its unanimity. Mr. 
Clarke Wallace thought the “govern- 
ment should have brought in the bill, 
and asked what Mr. Laurier’s view 
was. Like other speakers, he an- 
nounced that the question would not 
be treated as a party one by conser- 
Vvatives and pointed out some features 
that might be amended in committee. 

Mr. Laurier, rising shortly before 
midnight, declared that there was no 
alternative to the Canadian people 
but to put upon the statute books the 
same measure as had been enacted by 
the Americans. He had no sympathy 
with the principal of such legislation. 
He proposed to strictly limit the law 
to be passed by the house to the terms 
of the existing American law, and, 
therefore, the clauses of the Corliss 
bili should not be included, as that 
bul had not become law, He desired 
that the bill be referred to a select 


commtttee with power to investigate 
and report. The bill was read a 
second time, and Messrs. Davies, 
Sifton, Langelier, Casgrain, Wood, 
Cowan and Taylor were, on the 
premier’s motion, chosen to conduct

For-instance the aver- 
age yield of former years is found by 
board of trade statistics to have been 
39 bushels instead of only 27} £0 the 
acre. 

The farmers remark on the cultiva-° 
tion of wheat, that new land is the 
best for wheat generally, but it 
matures earlier on fold Jand. On new 
land the straw grows so rankly that 
there is danger of the crop not ripen- 
ing in time to escape fall frost. The 
best practice seems to be to suramer 
fallow every fourth year ; manure and 
plough deep early in fall; sow as 
early as possible, using a press drill, 
disc harrow and roller. Good crops 
may be taken off the same land with- 
out manure for three years in succes- 
sion. To prepare wild land break 
the sod in the middle of June and 
backset in September. 

It is proper to record here that in 
order to satisfy themselves of the 
grade of wheat raised _in 1826, the

Little success has yet been attained 
by the few who have tritd imported 
apple, cherry and* plum trees ; failure 
being attributed to various causes, of 
which want of shade and shelter and 
protection against rabbits and mice 
are the chief. 

Imported box elder, the ash leaved 
maple, Russian willows, white ash 
and wild pluni are reported as doing 
well. Professor Macoun, the botanist 
of the geolcgical survey of Canada, in 
his latest report ascribes failure in 
tree raising on the prairies, net to 
cold, but to want of nourishment and 
exposure to biting winds. He recom- 
mends their being grown from seed, 
supplied artifically with moisture for 
two years and that the grass and 
hedges be allowed to grow round them 
as snow collectors. He concludes 
“Where snow acewmulates and _pro- 
tects the rocts these trees will live 
and thrive.” 


FLOWERS. 


The’ whole country is one large 
wild flower garden during the summer. 
The common names of a few are 
given such as, roses, lillies, violets, 
daises, convolvulus and orchids.

AND WHEREAS, the ‘unicipal Council have 
deemed it expedient to comply with the requests of 
the said petition ; 


AND WHEREAS, the Municipal Council deem it 
expedient that the eaid sum shall be raised by the 
issue of Debentures to the said amount, payable in 
thirty years, bearing interest at the rate of five per 
ceug. per annum, payable half-yearly ;
